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Aldermen Appropriate 

$7300 For Fire Escapes 
On Ma£on School Building 

Refuse Claim of Woman Who Was Injured By Fall on Defective 
Sidewalk — Fahey Appointed to Welfare Committee 


The Board of Aldermen held its 
first meeting of the year on Monday 
afternoon, Jan. 2nd. A recommendation 
from Mayor Childs asking that the 
Board appropriate $7300 for fire es- 
capes at the Mason School at Newton 
Centre was acted on favorably. Aider- 
man McKay explained that State Build- 
ing Inspectors had demanded three 
fire escapes be placed on the school. 
The Mayor also recommended that 
$3500 be appropriated to place fire 
escapes on the old Hyde School at 
Newton Highlands, and the Horace 
Mann School at Newtonville, but this 
recommendation was held in commit- 
tee as these two schools have at pres- 
ent exits that meet legal require- 
ments. 

Other appropriations made by the 
Board of Aldermen included $1500 for 
materials for a WPA sidewalk curb- 
ing project, $3500 for trucks and ma- 
terials in connection with the WPA 
catchbasin project. Other appropria- 
tions included several for sewers — 
$3818 for a sewer in Stony Brae rd., 
Shady Hill rd., $3880; $4749, Dedham 
st.; $3567, Wade st,; and $390 for an- 
other temporary investigator in the 
Welfare Department. The Board 
passed an order authorizing the City 
Treasurer to borrow sums not exceed- 
ing $5,600,000 on temporary loans. Al- 
derman McKay commented that usual- 
ly the city does not borrow over $3,- 
000,000 yearly on temporary loans. 

An offer of $200 was received from 
John Capozzolli for land owned by 
the city near Pine st. in Auburndale. 
The lot contains 19,568 square feet. The 
offer was referred to the City So- 
licitor. Mayor Childs sent a recom- 
mendation to the Board asking that 
the city take a lot of land adjoining 
the Stearns School for recreational 
purposes. A permit had been granted 
for the erection of a storage ware- 
house for paper on the lot and Nonan- 
tum residents asked that the city ac- 
quire the land. Alderman McKay stated 
that the Finance Committee desires 
to give further study to this matter. 
The Board unanimously reelected 
Francis Newliall as City Treasurer 
and Collector for another year, and 
confirmed the reappointments of 
Chairman John W. Murphy of the 
Board of Assessors and Dr. C. A. 
Boutelle as Inspector of Animals. 

Alderman Hutchinsbn asked that 
an additional member be appointed 
to the special committee investigating 
the welfare problem. Vice President 
Walker who presided in the absence 
of President Floyd, appointed Aider- 
man Fahey. 

Alderman McKay explained that the 
controversy and criticisms in the 
Board at the previous meeting over 
an item of $103.75 for repairs on a 
police department motorcycle was a 
“comedy of errors,” as the Mayor had 
not recommended the item, and the 
bill had already been paid. The Chief 
of Police had mentioned the item on 
the supposition that the Mayor had 
recommended it. 

The Board voted to refuse the claim 
of Mrs. J. G. Grant of West Newton 
who asked for $44 as a result of in- 
juries she received when she fell on 
a defective sidewalk on Washington 
st., West Newton recently. The Board 
had discussed this claim at the pre- 
ceding the meeting and had referred it 
back to the Claims & Rules Commit- 
tee. Mrs. Grant was incapacitated 
for 2 weeks, had her dress torn and 


incurred a doctor’s bill. Alderman 
Rawson said that the City Solicitor 
had ruled that it is mandatory for 
the claim to bo refused because Mrs. 
Grant had not filed it formally until 
35 days after the accident. He said 
the woman’s physician had advised 
her to wait before making the claim, 
and that if he wanted to make good 
some of the claim, it is his privilege. 
Alderman McKay said he would be 
willing to vote for the woman’s loss 
of wages if her physician would as- 
sume his part of the damage claim. 
Alderman Walker said the notice 
given by Mrs. Grant was not sufficient 
to comply with the statute. 

Alderman Hughes argued In favor 
of paying the claim to Mrs. Grant. 
He said that while no formal claim 
had been made until 35 days after 
the accident she had given due notice 
within the 30 day period, and as a 
result the Street Department filled 
the hole in the sidewalk, and a city 
employee took photographs which 
showed the defect. Hughes, a law- 
yer, said there is a moral obligation 
on the part of the city to pay the 
claim, and he thought that the City 
Solicitor had misinterpreted the law. 
Alderman Temperley said the claim 
was a just one. He recalled that the 
late Street Commissioner Mahoney 
had informed the Aldermen that there 
were 40 miles of dangerous sidewalks 
in Newton and that much of them 
have not been repaired. Temperley 
said that the city is responsible for 
dangerous sidewalks, and he remind- 
ed his colleagues that several claims 
which the city refused to pay were 
taken to court and resulted in awards 
to the claimants. The Board voted 10 
to 6 against paying the claim.

Many Cars Crash 
On Icy Streets 

Because the city has had little or 
no funds for the removal of snow 
and the sanding of slippery streets the 
past few months, the Street Depart- 
ment has had to be niggardly in sand- 
ing the streets and they have been 
several times in a dangerous condition 
from snow and sleet. Last Saturday 
night and early Sunday morning 
the streets had an icy coating. As a 
result several collisions occurred. At 
2:15 a. m. Sunday a car driven by 
James Campbell of Jackson Terrace, 
Newton Centre skidded on Common- 
wealth avenue near College road. A 
car driven by Lawrence White, Jr., of 
Beverly hit Campbell’s auto and two 
passengers in that car stated they re- 
ceived injuries and both cars were 
considerably damaged. Shortly after- 
ward a car driven by George McDow 
of Brookline skidded at the same 
curve and a few seconds later it was 
hit by a car driven by Edward Grif- 
fing of 159 Prince street. West New- 
ton. Then a car driven by John 
Wickliffe of Cambridge came along 
and skidded into both McDow and 
Griffing’s cars. A few minutes later 
a car driven by Edward Loughlin of 
Garland Road, Newton Centre reached 
the place and skidded into a car driv- 
en by Vincent Griffin of Somerville, 
which was going in the opposite di- 
rection. A young woman in Griffin’s 
car was reported as having been in- 
jured. The drivers of the seven cars 
involved did not exchange "Happy 
New Year” greetings.

Stefansson Speaks 
At Next Forum 


On Sunday, January 8, 1938, at 3:30 
p. m., in the Newton High School Au- 
ditorium, Vilhjalmar Stefansson will 
speak before the Newton Community 
Forum. His topic of discussion will 
be “New Frontiers of Peace and War.” 

Vilhjalmar Stefansson was born in 
Arnes, Manitoba, Canada, in 1879. He 
graduated from the University of 
Iowa, and later received a Master’s 
degree in Anthropology at Harvard. 
He was awarded Doctor of Law de- 
grees from the Universities of Iowa, 
Manitoba, Michigan, and North Da- 
kota. He holds a Doctor of Philoso- 
phy degree from the University of 
Iceland.

He add- 
ed new islands, rivers, lakes, and 
mountains to the map of the world, 
and gave us much new knowledge of 
the animal, plant and human life of 
the Arctic. He discovered Eskimos 
who had never seen a white man, and 
lived with them and other Eskimos 
for eleven years, until he had ac- 
quired a more Intimate knowiedge of 
their language and their lives than 
that possessed by any explorer ex- 
cept Rasmussen, who was part Es- 
kimo. 

Stefansson has received honors 
from many scientiAc organizations. 
Upon the occasion of the presentation 
of the Hubbard Gold Medal of the 
National Geographic Society to Ste- 
fansson, Admiral Peary left his sick 
bed to deliver the address of com- 
mendation. 

The ideas anc’. achievements of 
Stefansson are .-r'-; i 4 "’ six pop- 

ular books, several technical reports, 
and many articles in journals, both 
popular and scientiAc. He owns the 
largest private library of polar works 
in the world, — over 10,000 volumes. 
His latest work (193S) is entitled, 
“Unsolved Mysteries of the Arctic.” 

Vilhjalmar Stefansson has lectured 
at Harvard, Pittsburg, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Ohio, and Washington State 
Universities. In England, he has lec- 
tured at Cambridge. Oxford and Lon- 
don Universities. Since 1918, he has 
lectured in every state of the Un- 
ion, in most of the provinces of Can- 
ada, and in most of the states of 
Australia. Truly, Stefansson is called 
a “Citizen of the World.” In the 
twenty years between 1918 and 1938, 
he has lectured more than a thousand 
times. 


Community Centres 
Receive Approval 

At the meeting of the Board of Ald- 
ermen on Monday, Chairman McKay 
of the Finance Committee stated that 
City Solicitor Bartlett had made the 
following ruling: 

“It is my opinion that the carry- 
ing on of community centers is auth- 
orized as a recreational activity and 
that the present arrangement of con- 
ducting the centers under permits 
granted by the School Department is 
proper under the provisions of the 
statute hereinbefore set forth.” 

Mr. McKay stated that had the city 
solicitor ruled against the community 
enters, persons interested in this new 
recreational activity on the part of the 
city proposed to have the city ordin- 
ance amended so that the community 
enters could be legally continued. 
There has been some controversy the 
nast year because a considerable 
amount of money was diverted from 
he Playground Budget so that new 
•ommunity centers could be established 
and more attention given to this rec- 
reational activity. As a result the 
playground activities were somewhat 
curtailed. Because the sum allocated 
for community centers was diverted in 
part to other purposes, the planned 
activities in the centers also had to be 
curtailed the latter part of 1938. 

On Friday evening, December 30, a 
delegation appeared at the meeting of 
the Playground Commission to urge 
he continuing of the community cen- 
ter activities in 1939. The delegation 
included Rev. G. Vaughan Shedd, of 
Upper Falls M. E. Church. Robert Mc- 
Laughlin of Upper Falls Improvement 
Association, and several city employ- 
ees. including Principal Randall of the 
Emerson school, Upper Falls, Ruggiero 
Angino. teacher at the F. A. Day 
School, Captain Nicholas Veduccio of 
the Newton police, and J. Edward 
Theriault of the Newton Public Build- 
ings Department, who represented the 
Veterans Council. Captain Veduccio 
stated that there has been a decrease 
i# juvenile delinquncy since the com- 
munity centers were established, and 
he said that in his opinion the pro- 
gram planned for adults at commun- 
ity centers will be a means of com- 
batting Communism. Fascism and Naz- 
ism. He urged the erection of build- 
ings to house the community centers.

Leverett Saltonstall, a home-town 
boy who made good, was given “God 
Speed” on the eve of assuming his du- 
ties as Chief Executive of Massachu- 
setts by 1300 of his fellow citizens at 
thr* Newton High School gymnasium 
on Tuesday night. A cross-section of 
Newton s population, including persons 
of wealth and inAuence, and humble 
workingmen, joined in manifesting 
th<ir friendship for and admiration 
of >he likable descendant of Sir Rich 
ard Saltonstall. who over 300 years 
ago. was prominent in the founding 
of Massachusetts Bay Colony. Among 
the guests at the head table were the 
wife, mother and aunt of the Govern- 
or-Elect, several of his fellow candi- 
dates on the Republican ticket at the 
recent election, a number of State and 
county officeholders, and several rep- 
resentative Newton citizens. 

The invited guests included Chief 
Justice Fred Field, County Commis- 
sioners Charles Warren, Walter C. 
Ward well and Nathaniel Bowditch. 
Secretary of State Frederic Cook. State 
Auditor Russell Wood, Rev. Dan H. 
Fenn. Rabbi Samuel Sherman, Joseph 
W. Bartlett. Carroll L. Meins, Council- 
or Frank A. Brooks. Sheriff Joseph M. 
McEIroy. Senator Arthur W. Hollis. 
Representatives William B. Baker. 
Warren K. Brimblecom, Douglass Fran- 
cis and Paul M. Goddard. District At- 
torney Robert F. Bradford. Clarence A. 
Barnes. Mrs. Ellis Spear, Jr.. Charles 
P. Howard. Mrs. Alfred B. Williams. 
George W. Schrvver. Alderman Clifford 
H. Walker. William J. Doherty and 
Abraham C. Webber. 

The Invocation was delivered by 
Rev. John A. Sheridan, pastor of Our 
Lady's Church. Newton. Father Sher- 
idan prayed that the Governor-Elect 
will be successful in his efforts to give 
Massachusetts a righteous govern- 
ment. Thomas F. Mullen, chairman 
of the general committee which ar- 
ranged the testimonial, presided and 
introduced Mayor Edwin O. Childs as 
toastmaster. The Mayor lauded Mr. 
Saltonstall. commented It had been 
70 years since another Newton resi- 
dent. William ClaAin, had been elected 
Governor of Massachusetts, and called 
attention to the that the hiah 

school building in which the testi- 
monial was being held is on the site 
of Governor ClaAin’s former home. 
The Mayor prophesied that Mr Salton- 
stall will make as good a Governor 
as was Governor ClaAin. 

Mayor Childs introduced as the Arst 
speaker Thomas W. White and as- 
serted that Mr. White has more politi- 
cal brains than any man he knows. 
Mr. White in his remarks told of his 
connection with the political cam- 
paigns of Henry Cabot Lodge. John 
W- Weeks, Calvin Coolidge. Henrv Ca- 
bot Lodge. Jr . and Mayor Childs. 
He commented that he is out of poli- 
tics until next December, a remark 
construed by some to indicate that 
Mr. White intends to participate in 
the next city campaign in Newton. He 
explained that Senator Lodge was not 
present because of illness. Mayor 
Childs introduced Ex-Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks as the man who performed the 
very important task of raising the 
funds to Anance the Saltonstall cam- 
paign. Mr. Weeks stated that the 
Governor-Elect and he had been 
friends since boyhood, and that Mr. 
Saltonstall was elected because the 
oterg of Massachusetts realized that 


he exemplifies honest government. He 
said that two years will not be enough 
for the new Governor to solve the 
problems which confront him, so that 
Mr. Saltonstall’s Newton fellow New- 
tonians should get ready for another 
banquet two years hence. 

Lieutenant Governor-Elect Horace 
Cahill likened conditions at the State 
House to the Augean stables in an- 
cient Greece which contained 3000 
oxen and were not cleaned for 30 
years. He said that like Hercules, 
the new Governor will have to adopt 
heroic measures to clean the State 
House of the Alth which has accumu- 
lated there the past several years, not 
from oxen, but from donkeys. Cahill 
promised that he will continue to co- 
operate with Saltonstall in the future 
as he has in the past. 

I Governor-Elect Saltonstall thanked 
the gathering for the honor they ac- 
corded him and expressed his grati- 
tude to the people of Newton for pav- 
ing his political career by electing 
him as an Alderman and repeatedly 
as a Representative to the General 
Court. He said that he did not re- 
gard the affair as a testimonial, but 
as a send-off to a local boy to see if 
he can make good. He assured his 
listeners that he will do his best to 
carry out his part of the contract. He 
thanked the members of the commit- 
tee which had arranged the dinner. 
Mr. Saltonstall told of the valuable 
advice he had received from Tom 
White during the campaign, lauded 
Horace Cahill for the support he had 
given while both were leaders in the 
Legislature, and said that Mayor 
Childs had been a valuable friend. Re- 
ferring to the part Mr. Weeks played 
in his campaign, the Governor-Elect 
said it was the Arst time in many 
years that the Republican party had 
been successful in raising sufficient 
funds to conduct a winning Aght. and 
that “My worthy — or unworthy oppo- 
nent — said after the recent campaign, 
that for the Arst time he had been 
unable to match the money of the Re- 
publican party.” Mr. Saltonstall said 
that he has faith and conAdence in 
th» American form of government, but 
to survive it must have honest serv- 
ice from those who hold public of- 
fice. He said that he will need the 
advice and support of the people In 
his efforts to give Massachusetts good 
government. 

In behalf of those present. Sinclair 
Week* presented the Governor-Elect 
with a desk set. and Mrs. Ellis Spear. 
Jr. presented Mrs. Leverett Salton- 
stall and Mrs. Richard M. Saltonstall 
with bouquets of fiowers as tributes 
from the women of Newton. 

The committee which arranged the 
dinner was headed by Thomas F. Mul- 
len as chairman. Harold S. Piper was 
in charge of the distribution of tickets. 
Arthur A. Hunt was secretary and 
Frank L. Richardson, treasurer.

THE GOVERNOR’S INAUGURAL ADDRESS 

Before the largest assemblage that ever gathered for the in- 
auguration of a Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts yesterday noon Leverett Saltonstall took the oath of office 
as the Chief Executive of this state. The spirit of the occasion 
was in marked contrast to recent inaugurals when political 
hopes and aspirations were rife. Beneath the dignity and 
decorum of the solemn occasion was a noticeable feeling of 
faith and hope that our great Commonwealth was embarked 
upon a more honest and righteous course, one in which honesty, 
integrity, merit and efficiency would be the four points of 
the compass. 

Governor Saltonstall’s inaugural address commanded the 
close attention of his many hearers as he clearly and concisely 
set forth his views. The address was replete with specific 
recommendations upon more than a score of varied subjects. 
To those who were looking for a message which would demand 
an immediate purge and housecleaning there might have been 
some disappointment. The Governor, however, definitely stated 
that, in demanding honest service from state officials, he would 
seek reorganization of such departments which presented ob- 
stacles in the path of restoration of good government. Charac- 
teristic of the Governor’s previous actions the address indicated 1 
that careful thought and consideration for the best interests ol ! 
the state would be placed ahead of haste and political con- 
sideration. The dawn of a new day has come in the govern- ! 
ment of Massachusetts. 


THE FIRST SKIRMISH 

The signature of Governor Saltonstall was hardly dry bet ore 
an interesting development took place in state house circles. 
We refer to the issuance of the report of Atty. General Paul 
A. Dever, regarding hurricane contracts which have been the 
subject of an investigation. It is not difficult to suspect that the 
release of this report, coming with such promptness and dis- 
patch, might have been accompanied by a desire upon the 
part of the Attorney General to catch the new Chief Executive 
unprepared for ready action. It may well be the forerunner 
of numerous political skirmishes upon the part of Mr. Dever 
in the coming two years. We predict that Governor Saltonstall 
will be as well prepared in the future as he was on this oc- 
casion when he promptly demanded the resignation of the 
department head involved. It is not our intention to go into the 
merits of this particular case which has filled columns of the 
metropolitan press in recent weeks. Behind the scenes, how- 
ever. is the interesting political angle which we have touched 
upon. The coming months will no doubt provide further inter- 
esting moments. 


TWENTY-FOUR YEARS OF SERVICE

four years of consecutive service of A. Leslie Moriartv as 
president of that organization.

Albert F. Bigelow of 
Brookline has been House Chairman 
of this committee and Mr. Raker, 
second ranking member, has been a 
valuable aid. 

Rep. Brimblecom was reappointed 
to the committee on Power and Light, 
which he has served as clerk for six 
years, and was also seated on the 
important committee on Municipal 
Finance. 

Rep. Douglass B. Francis, senior 
member of the 5th Middlesex district, 
was appointed as House chairman of 
the Committee on Banks and Banking. 
He was also appointed ns a member 
of the Committee on Water Supply. 

The new member of the Newton 
delegation Rep. Paul N. Goddard was 
assigned to the Committee on State 
Administration For some years Rep. 
Clarence S. Luitwieler. predecessor of 
Rep. Goddard, served as chairman of 
this committee.

Mrs. How- 
ard C. Thomas, president of the as- 
sociation. was stately In a costume 
from this locality with its very large 
headgear, full red skirt, green fichu 
over a blouse and a very large white 
apron, each piece showing lovely em- 
broidery.

The School Committee has taken a 
step/ toward revising the course of 
study in grammar schools, which if 
carried out will do much to relieve 
the strain now put upon the children 
by overwork. 

The Aldermen meet this evening to 
consider the park order and will 
probably reach a final decision on it. 
There are three separate plans for a 
central park before the Board. Tlie 
first is tlie plan for a park of 174 
acres, costing .$85,000; the second plan 
is for a medium-size park comprising 
about 90 acres and costing $55,000; 
and the third is Alderman Henry’s 
plan for n small park of 69 acres to 
cost $44,000. The committee now fa- 
vors the medium-size park. 

The City Council held a public hear- 
ing on Christmas Eve on the matter 
of tlie proposed central park, and it 
was largely attended. W. C. Strong 
thought a big central park was not so 
much needed as playgrounds and 
squares In the various villages. He 
favors a small park around Bullough 
Park! and said that Cold Spring 
swamp, now a miasma breeding area, 
should be drained and made into a 
beautiful park whenever it becomes 
practical to do so. 

Rev. J. A. Buckingham opposed tlie 
scheme. Alluding to Bridgeport’s Sea 
side Park, he said that much of the 
land for it had been given by *he great 
believer in "humbug.” P. T. Bnrnum 
— who wasn’t all humbug himself, 
however. He had not heard that any 
citizen of Newton is willing to give 
j a foot of land for the proposed park 
here. He said that sewerage and 
street lights are much more needed 
[in this city, and that the big park 
would cost a great deal to the taxpav- 
i ers who would have to pay for it. but 
[very little to those who have land to 
sell, and want the park.

Rev. Mr. Shinn introduced resolu-

sions. 

A Christmas tree for tlie poor at- 
tracted many children to the school 
of Miss Speare on Washington st. 
where the little folks were treated 
to an agreeable surprise. Each child 
was presented with a gift. 

The celebration of the 200th anni- 
versary of tlie founding of Newton 
wus held at City Hall on Thursday 
afternoon. Tlie rain interfered with 
tlie attendance and tlie hall was near- 
ly filled. The Germania Orchestra 
furnished fine music. Mayor Kimball 
presided and among tlie invited guests 
were Governor Ames and Ills staff. At 
the conclusion of his official speech 
Governor Ames remarked — “I want to 
sav a word to you in confidence. It 
is a fact that there is a feeling of 
jealousy toward Newton all over tlie 
Commonwealth. You have made it so 
beautiful, provided such fine roads, 
built -licit beautiful homes, that it 
is regarded as a model city, and it 
lias come to such a pass that 1 can- 
not appoint a judge only to have him 
move to Newton. The only way to 
rrct rid of applicants for the posi- 
tion of bulge is to say to Ihem- 
*You don’t want your friend to leave 
your town, do you? If I appoint him. 
in- will move to Newton.' ’’

South Boston for nearly a century 
has been populated mostly by peoplo 
of Irish birth or extraction, so when 
"Bob" Washburn commented that 
Mr. Saltonstall had n "South Boston . 
face,’’ most persons inferred that the 
implication wns — that the distin- 
guished Chestnut Hill man had an 
Irish face. Irishmen, whether resi- 
dents of South Boston or elsewhere, 
are not all as handsome as Apollo, 
but they do average as high in mas- 
culine beauty as do men of other 
races, and from our observation 
South Boston men are as good look- 
ing. on the average as men residing 
in the Back Bay. — or Newton, even 
though they may not be ns well at- 
tired. Governor Saltonstall is no 
Robert Taylor or Tyrone Power, and 
if his face lacks the matinee-idol typo 
of beauty so admired by love-lorn 
young women, it reveals intelligence, 
kindness and determination: which, 
after all — are more esteemed by sen- 
sible men and women than is mere 
pulchritude. 


I is chocked in the near future, democ- 
i racy will cease In the U. S. A. The 
i low standard of ethics which has boon 
manifested by too many men holding 
public office, only reflects the low 
standard of intelligence of those who 
elect such men to office.

Tuesday the Women’s Civic Feder- 
ation of Massachusetts hold a meet- 
ing nt tho Hotel Vendomo, Boston.

, Sheppnrd that If the age limit were 
reduced, young peoplo would con- 
tinue to lie about their ages. Would 
1 she then advocate that, the age limit 
lie further reduced from 18 to 15 
years? And would she ultimately 
have bottles with nipples provided 
for the youngest addicts of alcoholic 
beverages. Mrs. Sheppard also op- 
posed too rigid laws regarding hours 
of closing and ' Sunday restrictions 
in places selling liquor, because such 
restrictions foster hypocrisy. We 
don’t believe in fanatical restrictions 
which foster hypocrisy, but we do 
believe that if proper restrictions are 
not placed on hot "night spots," and 
if more restrictions are not placed 
on the sale of alcoholic beverages to 
parents who are addicts, especially 
to mothers of young children, popu- 
lar demand will eventually compel 
adequate restrictions. The sale of 
liquor on Sundays has been stopped 
in many places because It was too 
promiscuously dispensed In a lot of 
alleged restaurants, which in reality 
were cheap barrooms. There should 
he more distinction between hona- 
flde common victuallers, and places 
which should he licensed as taverns.

Nathanael Greene Proved 

Himself a Great General 

Gen. Nathanael Greene, born in 
1742 in Rhode Island of Quaker par- 
ents, rejected the strict principles 
of that sect, became a soldier and 
commanded the American forces in 
the South during the Revolutionary 
war, recalls Leslie Hartley in the 
Washington Star. 

Greene proved himself a great 
general when Washington placed 
him in command of the southern 
troops. By successful military 
maneuvers against the British in 
1781 he won the battle of Eutaw 
Springs, a decisive conflict in South 
Carolina. In little more than a year 
he had Georgia and the Carolinas 
free of British control. 

In appreciation of his services at 
Eutaw Springs, congress presented 
him with a medal and the two Caro- 
linas and Georgia made him valu- 
able grants of property. Also con- 
gress later voted to "raise a monu- 
. ment at the seat of government" in 
his honor, a monument which was 
not erected until 90 years later. An- 
other monument dedicated jointly to 
General Greene and Count Pulaski 
stands in a public square in Savan- 
nah, Ga. 

In 1785 Greene moved to the plan- 
tation of Mulberry Grove on the 
Savannah river, where he lived un- 
til, at the age of 44, he died of a 
sunstroke. 


Meaning of Name Isabel 

The name Isabel was long (and 
by some authorities is still) consid- 
ered a form of the Hebrew Eliza- 
beth, meaning "consecrated to 
God." But later research seems to 
establish that its original form was 
Jezebel, meaning "oath to Baal," 
according to Florence A. Cowles in 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer. Isabel 
is such a beautiful name that one is 
reluctant to associate it with ideas 
evoked by the name of Jezebel. But, 
after all, while Jezebel was respon- 
sible for her acts she was not re- 
sponsible for her name. Moreover, 
a Bible list of names says that 
Jezebel probably meant "chaste, or 
pure.” That justifies the Isabels in 
claiming that beautiful meaning, 
from which the idea of consecration 
could have sprung. St. Isabel, 
daughter of Louis VIII of France 
(Thirteenth century) founded a 
convent. 


Tabernacle Designed by Young 

Designed by Brigham Young, the 
Mormon tabernacle was begun in 
1803 and completed in 1867. Henry 
Grow was the engineer and William 
Folsom the architect. It is 150 feet 
wide, 250 feet long and approx 
imately 70 feet to the ceiling and 80 
feet to the roof Resting on 44 stone 
buttresses, it has a seating capacity 
of 8,000. The roof consists of over 
1,000,000 feet of lumber held togeth 
er by wooden pins. There are 27 
exits, all opening outward.

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Aldermen Present Report on Study 

Of The Welfare Problem in Newton

In the GRAPHIC on December 23rd 
was printed part of the comprehensive 
report submitted to the Newton Board 
of Aldermen by the special committee 
appointed to study the problem of 
welfare in this city. The remainder of 
the report is printed herewith. 

(Continued from December 23rd ) 

Rehabilitation and re-employment 
require an adequate staff of well- 
qualitled cnse workers and efficiently 
operated employment agencies of var- 
ious types. 

"A case worker is one who helps 
others to help themselves" or one 
whose efforts are directed at rehabil- 
itation rather than investigation 
alone. 

The I >ost authorities in Welfare 
work agrpe that Public Relief should 
he operated on a thoroughly case 
work basis. This means that money 
should he expended in full knowledge 
of the needs of each case, and service 
given to bring the recipients to self- 
reliance. Routine rates of relief 
should be avoided, resources and pos- 
sible contributions from other sources 
should be carefully investigated. City 
welfare workers, each of whom is in 
charge of about 700 cases involving 
over 2000 persons, cannot be expected 
to perform the necessary requirements 
61 case work. Due to the large num- 
ber of cases, efforts of the Depart- 
ment are limited to investigation. 

Since one of the major aspects of 
solving the relief problem lies in re- 
storing families to self-reliance, the 
Committee believes it to he necessary 
and economic to add trained cnse 
workers to the staff of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare for t lie pur- 
pose of introducing case work meth- 
ods and decreasing the number af 
families per worker. The extent to 
which this work should he expanded 
depends on the availability of effective 
workers, and the speed at which the 
work can be organized. There should 
be a gradual build-up of personnel, 
and care taken in assignments. Theo- 
retically. a case worker should he 
able to save at least his or her salary. 
Adding one case worker and redis- 
tributing the load on a basis of 550 
cases each would not accomplish the 
desired result. It would he better to 
add two case workers, each wi;fc a- 
responsibility for not more than 75 
to 80 cases at the start. 

Slight progress has been made in 
the establishment of channels through 
which employment can be gained. The 
State Unemployment Off lie handles 
primarily the details of Unemplov 
raent Compensation, compelling regis- 
tration of the unemployed affected. 
No compulsion applies to applicants 
taking jobs they are referred to or 
reporting the securing of that or o f her 
jobs. Positions are offered for work in 
other parts of the country, particular- 
ly in the Mid-west. 

The office covers Watertown. Wel- 
lesley and Needham, as well as Now- 
ton. and cannot favor Newton in place- 
ments. It resents competitive efforts 
to aid employment by any other ag- 
ency and cannot cooperate to assist 
in this work with other agencies. The 
manager stated that the offic* is 
largely supported by Federal funds 
and that he could secure ample help 
for any projected work in connection 
with the office. 

At present this office is so occupied 
with the details of Unemployment 
Compensation that little attention is 
paid to actual placement of able- 
bodied unemployed. 

In the Department of Public Wel- 
fare no record of employment is kept 
outside of the name of the last em- 
ployer and occupation. When food or 
money is dispensed, a car*.! is given 
the applicant directing him to appear 
for work at a given location when 
there is work available. All money 
received by the applicant it his fam- 
ily for work done must Ik repotted 
and i his tubt racted from hi - relh i 
quota. 

W PA employment has beqn the 
largest single factor in providing work 
relief. During the present year PA 
rolls in Newton increased from 418 
In February to 750 in September. On 
December 1, 1938 there we»e ?5o on 
the WPA payroll. 

Active efforts have been made each 
year by the Newton Chamber of Com- 
tiierce to secure employment of build- 
ing workers by campaign to repair 
buildings with the assistance of Fed- 
eral funds, but no concerted effort is 
made to attract new business to New- 
ton to take up the slack of the unem- 
ployed. 

Efforts have been made to revive 
the Newton Employment Bureau which 
operates from the Adams School. This 
agency largely covers odd jobs such 
as gardening, house cleaning, etc. Cit- 
izens have complained of lazy or mis- 
fit help from this agency. 

The Newton Council Committee on 
Unemployment Is conducting a survey 
of the actual unemployed, classifying 
them as to vocation and grading them 
as to quality with the idea of select- 
ing from this survey 500 who seem 
most employable and running a cam- 
paign to place them through the largo 
number of Newton citizens who are in 
executive or managerial positions in 
industry near Newton. Many manu- 
facturers fail to realize that they 
would lower their taxes by giving pref- 
erence to persons living In Newton. 

In general, it is clear that there 
are a number of agencies In Newton 
for Unemployment which are making 
no really concerted effort to place ap- 
plicants. No training or rehabilita- 
tion is taking place. 

In connection with mutual aid and 
projects of benefit to the city, we 
believe there is merit in the follow 
tug: 

(u) Sorting, baling and selling 
wuate paper products. 

(h) Casting of concrete curbing, 
fence-posts uud similar items. 
This would involve changes in 
present higliwuy specifications, 
and installation on present 
Uighwuys without betterment 
assessments. 


fo City-operated sand and gravel 
pit. ’ 

(di Establishment of a book-bind- 
ery for use of schools and li- 
braries. 

<e) Broom-making factory. 

(f) A citv-opernted tree and shrub 
nursery with a speededup plant- 
ing program. 

tgi Raising of certain agricultural 
staples (potatoes!. 

Numerous other projects involving 
clothing and fuel could he developed. 

The above involve very little and 
inexpensive equipment. The opera- 
tions are of a nature thnt enn be 
easily suspended or abandoned. The 
compensation should he on the scale 
that would not compete with private 
industry. 

In addition, adequate storage and 
warehousing facilities should be pro- 
vided it! order to make efficient dis- 
tribution possible. These facilities are 
n»*' ded even today In connection with 
distribution of surplus commodities. 

Future Administration 

As to the future, no one can esti- 
mate the extent or duration of the 
relief problem, but all agree that it 
is to be with us for considerable time 
and that it can never be fully elim- 
inated. The city should, therefore, 
organize on a basis that would pro- 
vide for continuity of administra- 
tion with a broader conception of the 
functions and personnel of a Board of 
Public Welfare. 

It seems advisable to create an tin- 
paid Board of Public Welfare to be 
appointed by the Mayor with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Aldermen to 
direct relief work in the city through 
a Director of Public Welfare. 

The Board of Aldermen has the 
power by ordinance to make changes 
in the Board of Public Welfare. Un- 
der the Acts of 1905. Chapter 88. the 
Charter provided that the Charity De- 
partment should thereafter be under 
the charge of "one or more Overseers 
of the Poor, as may be from time to 
time determined by the Board of Ald- 
ermen by Ordinance." In 1935. acting 
under this authority the Board of 
Aldermen increased the Overseers to 
two. and constituted them as the 
Board of Public Welfare, a name re- 
quired by the Acts of 1927. Chapter 
165. By this same process they could 
still further increase the membership 
of the Board of Public Welfare and 
define their duties. 

The purpose of establishing an un- | 
paid Board of Public Welfare would | 
be the improvement of local welfare i 
administration through direction of 
general policies, education of the Pub- i 
lie. and stimulation of community in- 
terest in problems of relief. Local 
citizen committees such as the pro- 
posed Board are now being sponsored 
by the State Charities Aid Association 
in New York, both in the interest of 
the public, who must pay the bill, and 
of those requiring aid. Their func- 
tions. briefly outlined, include: 

(1) Keeping themselves and the 
community informed on facts re- 
garding Public Relief. 
i2» Promoting humane, economical, 
and efficient public administra- 
tion of the care of needy per- 
sons. 

(3) Working for: selection of com- 
petent welfare officials, high 
standards and objectives on the 
part of these officials, and local 
support of the welfare workers. 

(4) Assisting welfare authorities in 
such ways as may be expedient. 

(5> Planning with other groups or 
organizations in the community 
in diminishing and controlling 
causes of poverty. 

In view of t he success of these 
groups tlie Committee advanced the 
following proposal for changes in the 
Newton Department of Public Welfare: 
The Department shall consist of: 

A Board of three or five unpaid 
members, appointed by the Mayor 
with the approval of the Board of 
Aldermen. Appointments shall be 
made for three, two and one year 
terms, and upon expiration for three 
years: or if five members, one for 
three years, two for two years, two 
for one year and subsequently 
for three years, the Board to choose 
its own chairman annually. 

A Director, chosen by the Board to 
serve at its pleasure, should have 
special training and experience in 
Social Work. He would appoint his 
assistant directors, clerical staff, 
and trained case workers with the 
approval of the Board. They would 
be subject to Civil Service Examina- 
tions. 

The Committee considered the mat- 
ter of the present location nnd office 
facilities of t lie Welfare Department 
and believe that a more advantageous 
location and larger quarters are urg- 
ently needed. 

In closing, we report a growing feel- 
ing throughout the country that relief 
cun only be properly administered by 
the neighbors of those in need. Any 
stereotyped Relief Standards im- 
posed from Washington are bound to 
be expensive, rigid, and ill-suited to 
needs. The tendency to throw hack 
upon the community the welfare re- 
sponsibility aided by State and Fed- 
eral funds, lias incited committees of 
citizens throughout the country to 
study their community relief problems 
and to help promote more efficiency 
and economy in local Public Welfare 
administration. 

The Committee regrets that this in- 
itial report was not in your bunds at 
an earlier date. It is submitted in a 
spirit of great humbleness, in tlu* real 
izutiou that in spite or the efforts of 
thousands of our uhleKt citizens all 
over the country the general problem 
Is fur from solution. We hope, however, 
that his report will leud to a better 
understanding, and t hat action will lie 
taken along the lines Indicated. In 
so fur us the Bourd is inclined to do 
mi. we hope that it will urge consid- 
eration of this report by our Chief 
Executive uml cooperation by depart- 
ment heads.

Interesting Account of Birds 
and Animals

Next a speaker representing the 
Boston Community Drive explained 
that they were not asking for money, 
but were showing this picture for ed- 
ucational purposes, the film "The Open 
Door" presenting the work of the Hos- 
pital Clinics. Gymnasium Classes, 
Nursery Schools. Community Centers, 
Trade Classes, ami the work of Vis- 
iting Nurses. 

After the showing of this film, the 
meeting was in charge of the chair- 
man of the Garden Club. Mrs. John F. 
Brown, Jr. She introduced the speak- 
er of the afternoon. Mr. Thornton W. 
Burgess, the well-known naturalist, 
beloved by so many. He chose for his 
topic "Along Nature’s Trulls,” a topic 
which he said was very elastic, and 
could include nearly all birds and 
animals, both nearby and in the far 
away wastes.

Coach Johnson of Newton started 
the same line-up against Belmont that 
opened the league campaign in the 
Stoneham affair.

rate; in Lowell it amounts to $25. 
Boston is a city of stores and tene^ 
ments — but the city contains few mid- 
dle class homes. Since most Newton 
people earn their living in Boston, 
wouldn’t it bo fairer to have the 
suburban areas inside the borders of 
the city so that the burden could he 
shared? Of course, if you combined 
Brookline, Newton, Wellesley. Cam- 
bridge and Somerville with Boston, 
you would have a better balanced 
area.” 

Mr. MacDonald is an enterprising, 
energetic, comparatively young man 
who was engaged in newspaper work 
in Springfield before he acquired his 
present job several years ago. He 
has resided in this city about three 
years. He may know, and he may not 
know, that before ho was born, and 
several times since efforts have been 
made by Boston politicians to have 
Brookline. Newton and other suburbs 
annexed to the big city. And in self- 
protection the suburbs successfully op- 
posed annexation. If Newton had been 
misgoverned in past years as have 
Boston and some of its other suburbs, 
the tax rate here would be much 
higher than it has been — and is. If 
Newton. Brookline, Wellesley and the 
better governed Boston suburbs were 
to become one municipality with Bos- 
ton. Cambridge, Revere. Chelsea and 
other places in the Greater Boston 
area, they would rapidly deteriorate, 
the big increase in the tax rate would 
cause a large percentage of their res- 
idents to move further out into the 
country, and bad matters would be- 
come worse. Newton, Brookline, Wel- 
lesley, Winchester and the other more 
prosperous suburbs of Greater Bos- 
ton are paying more and more taxes 
each year to the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict and the State, and these bur- 
dens will continue to grow as the 
plight of the poorer cities increases. 
We would suggest that Mr. MacDon- 
ald stick to his task of keeping watch 
on waste of public funds and allow 
older residents of Newton, Wellesley 
and Brookline continue to guide the 
destinies of these places.

Many of you are familiar with the 
services rendered to the blind of this 
country by the "Seeing Eye” dogs. 
Don’t bo surprised if you read about 
the establishment of a school of 
"Hearing Ear” dogs. Today in North 
Carolina there is a dog named "Rags” 
who may be the first of many dogs 
which will render service to the hard 
of hearing. 

Rags already acts as the ears for 
his master, Fred Lewis of Aberdeen, 
N. C. Not only is Mr. Lewis able 
to hold his present position through 
Rags, but the dog is an essential unit 
in the city government personnel. 

Mr. Lewis was horn deaf, but his 
affliction did not hamper him in be- 
coming an expert mechanic. A few 
years ago he was put in charge of 
the pumping station of the city water 
department. At first his efficiency was 
greatly impaired because he could not 
hear the machinery, but Rags has 
changed all that. 

When Lewis starts the pump en- 
gines, the dog — who is his constant 
companion— starts chasing after his 
tail. He will whirl around In a cir- 
cle a few times and then He down. 
But if the pump should stop or make 
some unusual noise, the dog jumps up 
and starts to chase his tail again. 

Many times ho has warned his mas- 
ter that all was not well with the 
machinery, enabling Lewis to stop the 
pumps and make minor repairs before 
greater damage disabled the water sta- 
tion entirely. 

With the uncanny sense that dogs 
possess, Rags knows when the pump 
is not working correctly. Without his 
assistance his master probably would 
not have charge of Aberdeen’s water 
pumping station.

On Christmas Day many a homo re- 
ceived a puppy as a gift, in answer 
to numerous requests for information 
regarding the care of a new pet, here 
aro a few suggestions: 

Never bathe a pup until he is at 
least four months old. Nor at that 
ago does your puppy require a bath 
every few days, nor every week. Un- 
less unusual circumstances warrant it, 
a puppy should not be bathed oftener 
than once every six weeks or so, and 
great care tnken to avoid cold. Per- 
sonally, I feel Mint a dog is better off 
if ho is not bathed — a good brushing 
will suffice ordinarily. 

Worms — Yes. almost every puppy 
lias worms hut that doesn't mean you 
should worm him continually. Less 
dogs aro killed by worms than by too 
frequent doses of worm medicine — 
ofton tho wrong typo and amount. 

If your puppy lias round worms — 
they aro tho type most prevalent in 
young dogs — don’t feed him for twelve 
hours prior to dosing. Unless you 
have had experience with dogs, I 
strongly recommend tliut a veterinary 
examine your pet and prescribe tho 
proper type and amount of medicine. 
I liavo my own puppies examined for 
worms about every six weeks during 


the first year. If your new pup was 
not wormed by his former owner, have 
him examined by a veterinary. 

Next week I shall discuss what is 
perhaps the most important question 
confronting a new dog owner: What 
to feed him.

A small amount of cod liver oil 
every other day mixed in his food 
will uIho ho helpful. The condition 
of a dog’s coat acta often as a bar- 
ometer of his general condition. A 
dog infested with worms usually lias 
a dull coat.

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Explorer Steffansson At 
Forum Tells Advantages 
Of Arctic Route to Orient 


Large Audience Hears Interesting Talk on Commercial and Mil- 
itary Aviation and Its Future Development 


Air travel has created a new fron- 
tier to the north of the United States. 
Vllhjalmar StefanBBon. explorer and 
aeronautic adviser for the government, 
told 1,000 persons who attended the 
Newton Community Forum Sunday af- 
ternoon In the high school auditorium. 

He declared that western cities will 
be brought 4000 miles nearer to the 
Orient by establishing a route across 
the pole, and that the route from the 
same cities to Paris will pass over 
northern Greenland. 

The explorer described with enthus- 
iasm tho advantages of flight across 
Arctic seas, asking, “On what other 
ocean could you walk home after u 
< rash?" He described the experience 
of Sir Hubert Wilkins who made 
forced landings on the ice three times 
in one day. and then, having run out 
of gas at the time of the last de- 
scent, walked 100 miles across the 
Arctic Ocean to the Alaskan shore. 

There is no part of the area without 
lauding spaces within an average dis- 
tance of live miles, Wilkins reported. 
Stefansson said that half of northern 
Canada has frozen subsoil and is there- 
fore dotted with lakes that provide 
emergency landing surfaces. Other ad- 
vantages of Arctic flying Include less 
frequent ground winds, fewer clouds, 
moonlight reflected from the snow for 
11 nights In each month. 

“The Arctic has ceased to be a 
l>arrier and has become a broad high- 
way," the speaker stated. "Except 
in the Soviet Union the northern part 
of our own continent is the onlv 
place where commercial aviation pays 
Us own way in contrast to the sub- 
sidies which support flying in other 
countries. 

“It does not pay to fly in the service 
of 9,000,000 people in southern Canada 
along our boundary, but it does pav 
to operate planes in behalf of a half 
million in the north. There they an- 
nually carry poundage greater than is 
carried by planes in the service of 
130,000.000 persons in the United 
States. 

He said that northern air lines carry 
mail at a loss, so keen is the competi- 
tion. The main reason for the de- 
velopment of air lines has been lack 
of railroad and bus service. Even the 
Esquimaux fly and save money. It 
costs three times as much to go from 
Nome to Fairbanks by dog team than 
by plane, and takes three weeks in- 
stead of half a day. 


Because of the numerous lunding 
places the mortality rate in the north 
is lower than domestic aviation. Dur- 
ing the lirst 30 trans-Atlantic Alights 
one-third of the uviators were killed, 
but during the lirst 30 trans-polar 
flights there were no fatalities. 

“The Arctic Ocean Is eusier to cross 
than the Mediterranean during the 
Punic Wars,” he continued. “It is 
an easier approach both for peaceful 
travel or for war. The route to Toklo 
will be cut from 10,000 miles to 6,000 
miles when the military and foreign 
policy of the United States allows co- 
operation with Canada and Russia to 
establish a route. 

"From the military point of view we 
muBt be ready to defend Alaska, and 
ready to collaborate with the Soviet 
Union in case they are our ally against 
Japan. I do not think I ant revealing 
a secret when I say that the War De- 
partment intends to build the first of 
the Wilcox air bases in Alaska. 

The speaker described three Russian 
flights across the pole and the searclt 
that was carried on for the last plane 
to start from Moscow to the United 
States. He said that Russian planes 
fly across the pole at will in routine 
trips for weather observations. 

“They make good planes, almost 
as good as our own," he said, “and 
they have good fliers. But any gmit 
power in the world could duplicate 
those flights if they wanted to.”

Newton Ambulance 
Is Disgrace To City 

Bast night at the regular monthly 
meeting of the Newton Safety Coun- 
cil, held at Police Headquarters, Al- 
fred Miner of Newton forcefully de- 
scribed an accident which ho wit- 
nessed recently in Newton. Two peo- 
ple were to be taken to the hospital. 
Each had broken bones. The am- 
bulance, which is snid to have been 
made over from the chassis of a 
Ford truck, arrived and was so small 
and so poorly equipped that one of 
tho injured had to be placed on the 
floor of same. Dr. Sawyer and oth- 
ers spoke on the subject, and all 
agreed that the ambulance was a dis- 
grace to a city as wealthy as New- 
ton. 

Richard ,T. Dunn. Vice President of 
Lumbermen’s Mutual Casualty Com- 
pany, was chairman of the meeting. 
He reviewed the history of the police 
committee of the Newton Snfetv Coun- 
cil. 

Sergennt Thomas Burke, who is in 
charge of the Newton Accident Bu- 
reau was introduced by Chief Mi- 
chael Hughes. Sergeant Burke in 
analyzing the accident record at haz- 
ardous intersections during 1937 and 
1938 brought out the following points: 

Worcester Turnpike at Woodcliff 
rd.: 1937 8; 1938—4. 

Washington st. at Walnut st.: 1937 

8: 1938—5. 

Washington st. at Jackson rd.: 
1937 -7; 1938—5. 

Center st. at Walnut st.: 1937 — 7; 
1938—1. 

Washington st. at Elm st. : 1937 — 5: 
1938—1. 

Adams st. at Watertown st: 1937 — 
5; 1938—2. 

Washington st. at Dunstan st.: 
1937—4: 1938—0. 

Sergeant Burke contended that 
these accidents were reduced by 
stricter police surveillance at these 
points plus signs and work done by 
the Street and Engineering Depart- 
ments. In 1936 there were 12 fatal 
accidents. In 1937 there were 12. 
and in 1938 there were 3 fatal acci- 
dents. This is the best record in 
14 years. 

The National Safety Council a few 
days ago released a bulletin show- 
ing thut Newton, Massachusetts and 
East Orunge. New Jersey, had the 
lowest traffic death rate of any cities 
of their size in the entire United 
States. 

Fifty-four persons were brought 
before the Newton District Court for 
operating under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquor, and 96 per cent 
were found guilty. 

Inspector Hamel then described the 
entire workings of the Traffic Bureau. 
A talk was made by Lieutenant Lyons 
of the Brockton Police Department 
and by Mr. Goodnow of the Massa- 
chusetts Safety Council. The meet- 
ing was then turned over to Presi- 
dent Daniel Needham of the Newton 
Safety Council who introduced many 
visitors from nearby cities who are 
interested in traffic safety. 

The February meeting of the coun- 
cil will be conducted by Alfred Miner 
and Charles Warren.

Tlie report of the Newton Health 
Department for 193S was submitted to 
tlie Board of Healtli on Monday night 
by Dr. Harold Chope.

Tlie number of deaths in Newton in 
1938 was 654: in 1937 the number was 
6S2. Births in Newton in 1938 totalled 
759: the 1937 total was 683. For tlie 
first time in the history of the city 
there was not a case of diphtheria dur- 
ing tlie year. There were also no 
cases of typhoid fever or infantile 
paralysis. Other communicable dis- 
eases also showed an appreciable de-

Yes and No on 
$250,000 Surplus 

A newspaper item on Wednesday 
contained tlie following statement: 

“New city officials were exultant 
today over reports that the city sur- 
plus. ever ami above last year's ex- 
penditures. would reach $250,000 

"The largo surplus is expected to 
prove an important factor in the fight 
to prevent a substantial increase in 
the tax rate. It is estimated that 
the amount is more than $100,000 
greater than tie* surplus remaining at 
the close of 1937. 

"Unexpended funds appropriated for 
the various city departments last year, 
together with the gasoline taxes and 
other receipts from the state, com- 
bine to form the surplus.’' 

The news item continued by paying 
that Comptroller of Accounts Dan- 
iel White said that because the 1938 
financial accounts of the city have 
not been closed yet, he was unable 
to state tlie exact amount of the sur- 
plus, but he confirmed tlie report that 
it would approximate $250,000 It was 
also explained that included in the 
surplus is a substantial part of the 
1938 emergency welfare loan and this 
will be used for welfare purposes this 
year. 

Alderman Donald McKay, chairman 
<f the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, in commenting on 
tlie reported $250,000 surplus, stated 
yesterday that Newton taxpayers 
should not rejoice prematurely over 
tliis alleged, roseate financial condi- 
tion of the city. He called attention 
to the fact that a $228,000 surplus 
which existed in tlie Water Depart- 
ment was diverted last year to the 
general fund of tlie city: that an 
emergency loan of $113,000 was made 
to repair hurricane damages: a loan 
of $150,000 was made late in the year 
for welfare purposes, and also a loan 
on tax-titles of $195,000. He said these 
loans and the diversion of tlie Water 
Department surplus total $686,000. 
which must lie reckoned as offsetting 
the $250,000 surplus. 

Mr. McKay referred to the last para- 
graph of tlie newspaper article men- 
tioned above which read: 

“City officials regarded the large 
surplus as a refutation of a letter re- 
ported to have been written to a

A PROMISE FULFILLED 

A new Governor of Massachusetts took office but eight days 
ago, and was immediately confronted with one of the most 
trying experiences any person in a position of responsibility 
might be called upon to face. And the problem had to be met 
despite the fact that other important situations also needed at- 
tention. The acuteness of the truck drivers’ strike would have 
been seriously felt in another day or so unless efforts to bring 
the two sides together were successful. Let it be noted here 
that there was something to be said on both sides. Many driv- 
ers have been working under conditions which needed improve- 
ment while many employers have been hard pressed to keep 
their businesses going. Governor Saltonstall s part in the 
drama, was perforce, a prominent one, but in his characteristic 
manner and with his usual democracy he once again proved his 
fair-mindedness as well as his courage and ability. In justice to 
the striking truck drivers it is to their credit that they harkened 
to the appeals of the Governor and their elected leaders. Obvi- 
ously the principal factor in bringing about an agreement was 
Governor Saltonstall’s presence at the mass meeting which in- 
spired faith that he would fulfill the promise of a fair con- 
sideration of labor’s problems.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


More than once In the past the 
editor of the GRAPHIC 1ms published 
the fact that ho does not coincide In 
nil the opinions I express In this col- 
umn. Conversely. I do not write the 
editorials in the GRAPHIC. This ex- 
planation la made because the writer 
at times has received praise from 
persons who supposed he wrote this or 
that editorial, and at other times he 
has received censure because of some 
editorial. 

Governor Saltonstall is to he con- 
gratulated on his part in settling the 
truck drivers’ strike. It was a serious 
and embarrassing thing to occur In 
the first week of his administration, 
but, it redounded to the Governor’s 
advantage. It gave him an opportun- 
ity to refute the charge made against 
him frequently in the recent campaign 
— that he is unfriendly to labor. 

We do not, however, approve of the 
Governor’s statement to the strikers 
on Tuesday night when he practically 
exculpated them of responsibility for 
causing the death of John Plmental, 
who died of heart failure at Sharon 
on Monday when he was attacked by a 
group of alleged strike pickets. When 
a dozen or more husky men gang and 
assault a 54-year-old man, such thug- 
gery should be severely condemned, 
no matter by whom it is perpetrated. 
If Plmental had collapsed from fright 
before he was pulled from the truck 
and beaten, those who attacked him 
were guilty of the brutal crime of as- 
saulting a dying man. The strikers 
and their sympathizers were accorded 
plenty of latitude without resorting to 
violence of this type. 


With millions of persons on relief 
and more millions not on relief exist- 
ing on greatly diminished incomes, a 
strike of men obtaining a fair week’s 
pay does not arouse such public sym- 
pathy ns It would in normal times. 
There Is no question but that most 
truck drivers work hard and earn 
their pay. It Is also generally admit- 
ted that a large percentage of truck 
drivers have been working too long 
hours. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., re- 
ceived considerable publicity the past 
week. His photograph was published 
showing him attending the “red mass” 
at the Catholic University In Washing- 
ton, another nhotograph of the Sen- 
ator was In the papers in connection 
with his trip to Maine to plead with 
the Governor af that state to release 
C. I. O. members who were thrust 
into prison there; and the newspapers 
contained articles of the Senator’s ef- 
forts to have citizens of the Irish Free 
State freed from renouncing allegiance 
to the King of England when they ap 
Ply for naturalization in this country. 
And then the young Senator was nom- 
inated as one of the candidates to 
fill vacancies on the list of the Board 
of Overseers of Harvard. Senator 
Lodge Is surely becoming more and 
more of a public figure. 

Last year w-e advocated several 
limes in this column that the City 


of Newton take advantage of tho un- 
usual opportunities afforded by Fed- 
eral aid through WPA grants to havo 
badly needed sidewalks constructed 
along those principal streets of tho 
city which are largely used by pedes- 
trians. Sidewalks In Newton are. for 
tho most part, nothing to brag about 
In fact, they are a discredit to the 
city. Pedestrians In Newton have not 
been given a square deal. We suggest- 
ed that Newton, ns linve many other 
cities and towns, should use some of 
the WPA grants to construct decent 
sidewalks on such streets ns Adams, 
Pearl, Watertown. California, River 
and Walnut, instead of year after 
year seeing huge sums wasted at Ed- 
mands Park and Cold Spring nrea by 
WPA workers puttering around. Our 
suggestion met with serious considera- 
tion by city; officials and Harold 
Young, WPA works project represen- 
tative for Newton. We were informed 
that the City Solicitor was Instructed 
to submit an amendment to the city 
ordinance so that Hitch sidewalk proj- 
ects might legally be authorized 
through WPA. We have also been 
Informed that the matter at present 
reposes with Mayor Childs. We hope 
that the Mayor will see fit to recom- 
mend the start of this much needed 
Improvement in his annual budget 
recommendations, and make provision 
for it. 

Our attention to this matter was re- 
newed this week by the news that 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
In conjunction with the WPA. has 
started to construct a sidewalk along 
Quinobequin road between Lower Falls 
and Upper Falls. The building of a 
sidewalk along this thinly settled 
street, used mostly by pleasure hikers, 
only emphasizes the need of sidewalks 
on Newton streets used dally by thous- 
ands of pedestrians who can’t afford 
automobiles. 

We wonder what Neville Chamber- 
lain, that great exponent of Dem- 
ocracy, will succeed in doing this 
week to appease Mussolini and assure 
peace?

We 
hope that you will enrich us by your 
varied experiences, and let us pledge 
ourselves to work for a common cause 

the cause of womanhood through- 
out the world.” 

Today, after nearly fifty years of 
growth into a membership of more 
than 2,000,000 penetrating every cor- 
ner of tlie world, humanitarian inter- 
ests, especially those concerned with 
women* and children, continue to be 
main objectives of the Federation. 
Tlie keynote of the present adminis- 
tration is “Adjusting Democracy for 
Human Welfare.”

McKay Nails 

Mayoralty Rumor 

Alderman Donald McKay in an- 
other dissertation on the finances of 
the city at the meeting of the Al- 
dermen on Monday night, nailed a 
rumor that ho intends to run as a 
candidate for Mayor at the election 
next December. He explained that 
nearly every committee of the Board 
of Aldermen has 7 members, and the 
chairman of each committee reports 
for the other six members and re- 
ceives most of the publicity. He said 
that as chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee he has a glorious opportunity 
for self-propaganda, but since he is 
not a candidate for nny other office, 
what he has said in the past and 
what he will say in the future about 
the city’s finances is for the enlight- 
enment of the public, and not for 
his own or anyone else’s political ad- 
vancement. 

Alderman McKay said that when 
tho city acquires any property, the tax 
income from the property ceases. In 
1938 in Newton there was $170,000,000 
of taxable property and $52,564,000 of 
property exempted from taxation, of 
which $13,310,000 is by the city and 
the balance by religious, educational, 
benevolent institutions and cemeteries. 
An act of the Legislature the past 
year further exempted church prop- 
erty by including parsonages up to 
$5000. In Newton this will amount 
to $150,000. He called attention to 
demands for additional city activities 
such as a covered skating rink and

She 
gave the information thut the other 
children had drowned and the Newton 
police and fire departments were noti- 
fied. Patrolman Taffe and Firemen 
Hurley and Riley of Engine 6 were 
among the first to arrive and recovered 
the Orrok boy’s body about 75 feet 
down stream from where he had fallen 
in. The child's clothing had caught 
on the edge of the ice.. Attempts made 
to resuscitate him were unsuccessful. 
Metropolitan, Newton and Wellesley 
police searched the river Tuesday and 
Wednesday in an effort to recover the 
Orrok girl’s body.

Registrar 
Goodwin has issued an appeal to po- 
lice departments all over the State, 
and Newton police by orders of Chief 
Hughes are making a drive on speed- 
ers. Goodwin’s appeal follows: 

“During the past week, there were 
24 motor vehicle fatalities recorded in 
Massachusetts, as compared with only 
eight last year in the same period. 
These accidents occurred in 19 dif- 
ferent cities and towns, with the high 
total of five In the city of Boston. 

“Unless something is done immedi- 
ately to stop speeders, the high posi- 
tion that Massachusetts holds will be 
wrecked.

Last week one of the Senators from 
West Virginia made a naive nnd weird 
proposal. He wants the Federal gov- 
ernment to purchase t no, 000.000 tons 
of bituminous coal and store it on 
marshes along the Atlantic: seaconst 
for emergency purposes in time' of 
war. According to the Senator’s plan, 
the coni would he covered by water 
and so would not deteriorate because 
of exposure to sun and air. If the 
Federal government would fall for 
this bizarre scheme, it would be quite 
profitable for the owners of land and 
workers in bituminous coal mines, most 
of which are located In West Virginia. 
But It would cost the taxpayers of this 
already overtaxed country hundreds of 
millions of dollars to pay for dumping 
huge quantities of soft coal into slimy 
marshes, w’here most of the fuel would 
become mingled with tho muck, or 
eventually washed away. What a job 
a tidal wave, such as that of last Sep- 
tember 21st would do to shallow heaps 
of soft eoal submerged on mud flats. 


Tho action of Governor Aiken of 
Vermont in opposing the taking of 
land at Union Village in that State 
for one of tho flood control sites along 
the Connecticut River, because the 
War Department did not adhere to a 
certain agreement (or phraseology) 
in the written contract may win ap- 
plause from sentimental folks, but 
when the next flood comes down the 
Connecticut from the sparsely settled 
Vermont area and devastates thickly 
settled areas and large cities In Mas- 
sachusetts and Connecticut, causing 
deaths, suffering and millions of dol- 
lars’ losses, those afflicted and the 
rest of the taxpayers of the tw’o States 
who have to pay for much of the loss- 
es. will not enthuse over the attitude 
taken by Governor Aiken and the ac- 
tion of the other New England Gov- 
ernors who supported him. 

Among the many bills filed for con- 
sideration by the Legislature this 
year is on»* from Frank Goodwin, 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles. It would 
legalize the ridiculous speeds he had 
printed on t lie stickers he caused to be 
distributed a few’ months ago — 45 
miles in wet weather or at night; 50 
miles at other times. Such speeds, if 
legalized, will undo the grea prog- 
ress made the past couple of yeqrs in 
reducing the number of fatal automo- 
bile accidents in Massachusetts. This 


State should copy the method used 
in Rhode Island nnd other States, vary 
the speed limits according to tho na- 
ture of the territory through which 
truffle is passing, cities, smaller towns 
or open country. We hope police de- 
partments and safety councils will op- 
pose Registrar Goodwin’s bill. 


Having resided for 25 years of our 
life alongside the main line of tho 
Huston «<• Albany railroad in Newton 
it amused us to read that some persons 
residing on St. Mary street in Newton 
Lower Falls object to the proposal to 
have a couple of additional trips each 
day of the single coach which shuttlos 
the short distance between Rivorsid® 
and the Lower Falls. Now’, there ar® 
tw’o trips eaeh way daily, except on 
Sundays and holidays. Somo residents 
of the Lower Falls had asked for a 
couple of additional trips, but tho pa 
tronage does not warrant it. On the 
Circuit Branch there are about, twenty 
trains each way daily, and the rail- 
road runs by back yards in some of 
the best sections of Chestnut Hill, New- 
ton Centre, Waban and other villages. 
And if the Boston & Albany started 
to lessen the number of these trains, a 
big protest would follow’. But, accord- 
ing to the news item, residents of St. 
Mary street object to one car a couple 
of times a day. How supersensitive 
they must be. 


If is w’ell that citizens of Newton 
who pay taxes (and persons who rent 
houses or apartments help to pay- 
faxes) shall become tax conscious and 
obtain information regarding the con- 
dition of Newton’s finances, what var- 
ious departments cost taxpayers, and 
why. It is also well to have attention 
called to over-acquisition or unneces- 
sary acquisition by the city of property 
that otherwise would bring tax rev- 
enue. Admitting the correctness of 
those who favor curtailing unnecessary 
expenses so that an already too high 
tax rate shall not become more and 
more high, w’e believe that it would be 
a good investment for the city to ac- 
quire the Stearns lot on Watertown 
street for tho specific purpose of pro- 
tecting the Stearns school, consider- 
ing the comparatively small amount 
this parcel would cost. We believe 
that Nonantum is well provided with 
playgrounds and we agree that the 
city should hesitate before embarking 
in an expensive program of erecting 
buildings as community centers. But,

Earlier Reports Confirmed 

A letter has come to this column 
from a lady who graciously answers 
my appeal for confirmation of details 
of coasting memories at Newton Cor- 
ner. She prefers her name be not 
revealed so there Is nothing I may do 
except to express to her my deepest 
gratitude for the following: 

‘‘Dear Mr. Bentley — 

In a recent issue of your 'Om/ 
Thing and Another’ corner, you asked 
for corroboration of the statement 
that in the days of coasting in this 
part of Newton, the double-runners 
went as far down Church st. as the 
Baptist Church. 

"Certainly the Burr double and the 
Scales double and I don’t know how 
many more went tliajt far. Not only 
that but later those tw-o double- 
runners went down as far as Maplo 
ave. and across its entrance. Then 
the ambition w’as to extend file coast 
to Washington st., taking in the whole 
length of Church st. 

"You know they used to start up 
by Wnverley ave. and, on a fast Icy 
const it used to be necessary for all 
the occupants of each double runner 
to lean over at the curve at Pnrk st. 
corner In order to avoid a spill; also 
at the curve at tho crest of the hill 
above Grace Church and (if they were 
going fnst enough to cross Centre 
st.) at the curve in front of the house 
now occupied by Dr. Marston. I do 
not remember if they ever reached 
Richardson st. in tho effort to gain 
flieir ambition but it was soon after 
that when the city authorities for- 
bade further coasting on the streets." 


Smoking and No Smoking 

Was it sheer politeness or mere pol- 
itics that caused a woman member of 
tho New Hnmpshiru Legislature to 
lead a movement to permit smoking 
during legislative sessions? A non- 
smoker, slie showed a liberal mind 
and if she did it without ascertaining 
whether tho assembly hull was nir- 
conditioned, sho was surely a good 
fellow.

There was no 
need of enforcement — it just wasn’t 
the thing to do. Fred Blanchard was 
our president and I cannot recall a 
more courtly or efficient presiding 
officer. To my mind the facility with 
which things moved and parliamen- 
tary decisions were given and accept- 
ed entitled him to the rank of an 
undecorated diplomat. 

Speaker Herter of the this year’s 
House of Representatives has said 
very nicely but firmly that he would 
not stand for smoking during ses- 
sions and I’m sure he wasn’t fooling. 
I suppose the whole thing is a mat- 
ter of taste but I’m just old-fashioned 
enough to think that "no smoking" 
during actual sessions means more 
dignity — a commodity we seem to be 
running short of these days among 
our public officials. 

Willing to be Shown 

Wisecracks about the WPA are 
common enough. Once in a while 
they are really funny. As a rule they 
seldom justify repeating. Here, how- 
ever, is one I do not hesitate to pass 
along. In this case a speaker at a 
public dinner was taking to task in a 
semi-humorous, half-fun-and-whole- 
earnest way the people employed on 
a certain project. He insisted the- 
job was over-manned and tho work- 
men in reality professional loafors. In 
the midst of the criticism tho local 
head of the forces interrupted. "Mr. 
Chairman,” said he, “I wish our guest 
could see the men at work some day.” 

"I’d be glad to,” came the reply,. 
"What day do they work?” 

Advice as to Colds 

Residents of New England have 
many advantages. One which I have 
never seen listed but which is fre- 
quently used is the excuse that we 
are unable to do this or that or go< 
here or there because of a bud cold. 
The trouble is that such a statement, 
whether based on a half or whole 
truth, or without basis at all, invites 
a flood of suggestions as to how the 
affliction may ho speedily cured.

Tho 
friend who knows that by a large 
amount of discomfort, dosing, etc., you 
may get rid of your cold over night 
is usually insistent that his plan lias 
never been known to fail and he’s apt 
to keep at you until you try it. Very 
often you regret having confided in 
anybody that you wore not quite your- 
self. The climatic conditions of our 
section of the universe uro such that 
we may talk of had colds and Inci- 
dental suffering at any time of year 
and get away with ft. But wo seldom 
escape the friend with the “sure” 
cure. No, I think the wiser tiling to 
do is forget thut one lias a cold. By 
that I mean one may do well to keep 
the fact from others and better still 
from himself.

of a trained engineer, such ns it had 
a few years ago. and who was dis- 
charged by the present Mayor over 
the objections of the Board of Aider- 
men Floyd attacked the prevalence 
of “fixing’’ cases for those who vio- 
late traffic and parking laws nnd reg- 
ulations. nnd candidly said that even 
many listening to him resort to this 
practice. 

Alderman Floyd told of the huge 
increases In the cost of running the 
city in the past 10 years: the differ- 
ence between the 1928 and 1938 budgets 
having been over $1,000,000.

Norman McDonald, secretary of the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion. claimed thnt Newton does not 
have a properly constructed municipal 
budget. He said thnt the City of 
Boston is near financial collapse, and

This column has related many in- 
stances in which a dog has saved 
the life of his master at the expense 
of his own. Today I am going to tell 
you about a 13-year-ohl boy and his 
dog. but In this case it wns the boy 
who gave his life to save that of his 
cherished pet. 

The hoy was Stanley Smith, who 
lived with his widowed mother In an 
apartment house in Jersey City. It 
was a Saturday morning and Stanley 
was playing with his pet In the yard 
when his mother called him to lunch. 
Followed by tho dog he trudged to the 
top-floor apartment where they lived. 
During the meal the dog began to 
hark and run back and forth towards 
the door leading Into the hallway. At 
first Stanley thought the dog wanted 
to play, but as the animal continued 
his actions, he sensed that something 
was wrong and went to Investigate. 

On opening the door he was greet- 
ed by a billow of smoke. As escape 
through the hallway was cut off, moth- 
er and son accompanied by a woman 
neighbor ran to a fire escape that led 
to the roof. The boy assisted both up 
the fire escape. Stanley’s dog was be- 
low, standing in the window barking. 

Disregarding the flame and smoke 
the boy climbed down to rescue his 
pet. Grasping the excited Terrier 
and tucking it under one arm he 
started up the fire escape. Before he 
could reach the top a cloud of smoke 
and flame rolled over him, causing him 
to lose his grip and topple to the 
ground, his dog with him. 

Both boy and dog were seriously in- 
jured. The Terrier recovered but 
Stanley made the supreme sacrifice 
in saving his dog.

Dogs do a' times get into fights. 
But few male dogs will attack a female 
dog, nor will « large dog often attack 
a smaller one. When your dog runs 
up to a strange dog on the street, 
do not call him away too quickly. If 
you do, the other dog is liable to 
think your pet a coward and attack 
him as he walks uway. When trying 
to separate two fighting dogs, never 
whip them as it only encourages them 
to continue fighting. 

A quick way to stop a dog fight is to 
choke the offending animals by plac- 
ing a strap or chain around their 
necks. Care should he taken in doing 
this, as a dog In the turmoil of bat- 
tle may unknowingly bite his master. 
Another method is to throw water 
over the dogs.

In extreme cases, particularly 
when n dog’s life Is In danger, you 
might resort to the following In order 
to make a dog loosen Ills grip. Hold 
a lighted match close to the offending 
dog’s nose. It will usually accom- 
plish the desired result, but should 
be employed only when other efforts I 
have failed.

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SETTING THE PROPER COURSE 

This week Governor Saltonstall presented to the Massachu- 
setts legislature the first biennial budget in the history of the 
state. The total expenditure deemed necessary for the coming 
year is placed at approximately $190,000,000. The Governor’s 
accompanying message was outspokenly frank and clear. It not 
only called attention to the excessively heavy burden caused by 
the extravagant expenditures of recent years but pointed out 
that either new revenues must be found or governmental serv- 
ices drastically reduced. Governor Saltonstall also placed emph- 
asis upon the fact that real estate, already burdened with 
seventy per cent of this load, cannot endure any additional 
share. Another salient feature of the message is the fact that 
the total early cost of highway work in the municipalities of 
the state is placed at about $35,000,000 and that a proposed 
increase in the gasoline tax will enable the state to aid in taking 
care of this local burden. There were other tax proposals, in- 
cluding a cigarette tax, an electrical energy tax, a gift tax, 
increases in the inheritance tax and the state’s take on racing 
revenues, as well as a decrease in the income tax exemption. 
Taken as a whole these increases would be expected to reduce 
an estimated $32,000,000 state tax upon the cities and towns, 
falling directly upon real estate, to approximately $20,000,000, 
in itself an extremely heavy burden. No new tax or increased 
tax is ever popular and there is no question that all of the pro- 
posals will encounter opposition and criticism before their 
adoption or rejection. As against these suggestions for new 
revenues Governor Saltonstall also stressed the desirability for 
careful consideration of possible departmental reductions and 
showed the way by asking for a five per cent reduction in the 
expenses of his own department. In the final analysis it is 
quite probable that the State legislature will adopt a prudent 
course of a combination of warranted reductions, together with 
necessary tax proposals which will be designed to halt the 
mounting taxation upon real estate. 


THE NEED FOR A MUNICIPAL AUDITORIUM 

At various times in the past the necessity for a municipal 
auditorium has been pointed out. The lack of such facilities 
has unquestionably caused numerous applications for the use 
of the high school auditorium, many of which have been grant- 
ed and many of which have been rejected because of the de- 
sirability of adhering to certain more or less desirable re- 
strictions which the school committee in past years have im- 
posed. A few months ago this newspaper conducted an educa- 
tional enterprise in the form of a cooking school in one of 
the most desirable smaller private halls in the city. Many favor- 
able comments were received by women of the various New- 
tons on the opportunities which this cooking school offered. 
However, the size of the hall, together with the fact that it 
was not centrally located made it desirable to obtain the use of 
a larger and more centrally located auditorium. Consequently 
an application was filed for the use of the high school audi- 
torium during the vacation period in order that afternoon 
sessions of the cooking school could be held without interfer- 
ing with the educational program. We take no issue with the 
school committee in its rejection of the application. We do, 
however, desire to reaffirm our belief that a municipal audi- 
torium, which could and would bo used for numerous functions 
throughout the year would be an asset to a city of the 
character of Newton. ,

Newton Man, Famous Athlete 
50 Years Ago, Still Active 

At 74 Years of Age 


A popular feature of THE NEWTON 
GRAPHIC for several years has been 
“Newton In the Past," news items 
culled from issues of the GRAPHIC 
printed 50 and more years ago. Most 
of the old residents of Newton re-

ferred to in these items died long 
ago. but one citizen of Newton whose 
athletic prowess was told of In a re- 
cent number of “Newton in the Past” 
is still alive and far more active than 
most men 30 years younger than the 
74 years he lightly carries. 

John Leavitt of 29 Pearl st. was 
born in the little cottage where he has 
resided all his life, the second of nine 
children horn to William Parker Leav- 
itt and Elizabeth Adams Leavitt. His 
father had an Interesting career. Horn 
in 1826 at Chichester. New Hampshire, 
a descendant of early settlers of that 
State, William Parker Leavitt’s father 
died when he was a child, and at the 
age of 12 he was bound out to a neigh- 
boring farmer. The life of a boy 
bound out to a hard taskmaster in 
those days was an unenviable one, and 
after a few months young Leavitt fled 
and made his way to the Massachusetts 
coast, where he was taken on as a 
cabinbov on one of the square-rigged 
ships which were then so numerously 
owned in New England ports. For 
years he sailed the seas, travelling to 
ports all over the world. In 1849 Wil- 
liam Parker Leavitt was one of the 
adventurous New England young men 
who went to California in search of ! 
gold, and in the Leavitt home is a cer- 1 
tificate of his membership in the 
Forty-Niners Association, which gives 
the information that he arrived in 
California on the barque "LaGrange." 
which sailed from Salem on Sept. 17, 
1849. He did not strike it rich in the 
gold country, returned to New England, 
learned the trade of carpenter and 
roofer, and settled in Newton in the 
late 1850s. In 1865 he established the 
roofing business which Is now con- 
ducted by the third generation of the 
family, under the name of W. P. Leav- 
itt Sons Company. William Parker 
Leavitt took an active part in the af- 
fairs of the town and city of Newton 
and was chief of the Fire Department 
in 1869 and 1870. He died in 1905. 

John Leavitt, the subject of this ar- 
ticle, was born in 1864. In those days 
the favorite swimming place of New- 
ton boys was midway on the marsh 
between Faneuil and Newton, a short 
distance west from where the Metro- 
politan District bathhouse now stands. 
When young Leavitt was seven years 
of age he started to accompany the 
larger boys to the swimming place. 
About 25 feet out from the shore was 
a large boulder, and one day, shortly 
after he had started to go to the “swim- 
ning-hole” he went out and stood on 
top of the boulder as the tide was 
coming In. When the water reached 
above his knees, he started to wade 
ashore, but to his consternation found 
that the water was over his head. It 
was a case of sink or swim, and to his 
surprise and joy, he managed to swim 
to the shore. A natural as a swim- 
mer. John Leavitt made rapid progress 


as a nutator. When he was 16 he 
went with members of his family to 
Downer’s Landing, Hingham, then a 
favorite seaside resort for Greater 
Boston people. Captain Webb, the fa- 
mous English swimmer and the first 
man to swim the English Channel, was 
giving an exhibition there that day, and 
the stripling Leavitt matched strokes 
with him. Although beaten, the New- 
ton lad did so well, that Webb pre- 
dicted a hrillaut future for him. Webb 
was afterwards drowned while making 
the suicidal attempt to swim the Ni- 
agara rapids. 

Amateur athletics were practically 
non-existent in those days, and in 1882, 
when 18 years of age, Leavitt made

his debut as a professional swimmer, 
winning a 300-yard race at Haggett’s 
Pond, Andover. For many years fol- 
lowing he was the champion swimmer 
of New England, defeating all com- 
petitors at distances ranging from 200 
yards up to 2 mile*. Among those he 
won from in match races were Captain 
Simpson, an outstanding English 
swimmer, and James McCusker of Lo- 
well. Professioncl swimming races 
ceased to be popular about 1891 and 
Leavitt turned tc distance running. 
For over 15 years he competed in mile 
and half-mile races at the picnics and 
field days then so oopular in New Eng- ; 
land, and with “Neddo” Manning of ; 
Cambridge, he “cleaned up" most of 
the contests at tlese distances. Ho 
could run a half mile under 2 minutes, 
and when ^42 gave stiff competition to I 
the famous George Tinchler at the 1 
Scotch Picnic. In the “Nickell Maga- j 
zine,” a popular publication of the 
“Gay 90s,” was an article published in 
tho July. 1897 issue, and written by 
John Moakley, for many years the fa- 
mous track coacV^ at Cornell. The 
title of the article was “Form In Ath- 
letics," and it contained illustrations 
of outstanding exponents of various 
branches of track and field sports. 
John Leavitt was pictured as an ideal 
distance i;unner and of him Moakley 
wrote — “John Leavitt, the professional 
distance runner, shows a splendid and 
easy style.” Moakley described Leav- 
itt’s style In detafl. and commented 
! that It far surpassed the style af- 
t fected by many of the college ath- 
letes of that day. 

John Leavitt wa» 45 when he quit 
running. But, he has never given up 
taking plenty of eiercise. For many 
years he enjoyed his first athletic love, 
swimming qt L Street and Lake Wal- 
den. In recent years he had been go- 
ing to the place where he first learned 
to swim, the beach near Faneuil. Last 
year when swimming was prohibited 
in the Charles River, because of that 
stream becoming contaminated. Mr. 
Leavitt started to go to Crystal Lake. 
Summer and winter he takes long 
hikes, and his erect slender figure and 
springy step belie his 74 years. His 
vigor and activity is the more sur- 
prising because of the fact that for 18 
years he has been iliabetic. Mr. Leav- 
itt has successfully combatted the 
dread diabetes by careful ndherence to 
prescribed. diet and the excellent care 
he has received from his sister. Mrs. 
Edith Gillies, with vhom he resides in 
the family homestead.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


In past years criticisms were made, 
and sometimes correctly, thnt too much 
sand was spread on Newton streets 
during winter months when the high- 
ways become more or less Icy. Sand 
when bought In huge quantities cost 
much money — so much, thnt at the 
last meeting of tho Board of Aldermen. 
Alderman Hutchinson, reporting for 
the special committee appointed to 
study Newton’s welfare problem, rec- 
ommended thnt the city operate its 
own sandpits. But, the criticism can- 
not be made thnt the Newton Street 
Department has been spreading too 
much sand on our highways since the 
cold w’eather started at the beginning 
of the present winter. Criticisms have 
been made, and justly, that several 
times when Newton streets have been 
quite slippery the past few months be- 
cause of Ice or sleet, that no sand was 
sprend on our streets. Last Wednes- 
day afternoon and night was an in- 
stance of such failure to safeguard 
traffic. The streets in this city were 
in a very dangerous condition, and 
even the principal streets were not 
sanded, causing hazardous travelling 
not only to motor vehicles, but also 
to pedestrians from skidding automo- 
biles. Fortunately, nearly all motor 
ists drove with great care. We be- 
lieve in economy, but economy at the 
expense of the lives and safety of the 
public should be condemned. Even 
though proper provision was not made 
in last year’s budget for sanding of 
icy streets, that is no reason why 
such dangerous highway conditions 
as have occurred in Newton the past 
few months should be tolerated.

A new form of marriage certificate 
has been adopted by the City Clerk. 
One requirement not generally known 
and to which attention is called Is — 
that a minister to he legally quali- 
fiehl to solemnize a marriage, must 
continue to perform the functions of 
his office. 

Of 187 certificates of marriage re- 
corded at Newton City Hall during 
1883 onlv 85 show that both parties 
lived in this city. Thirty show that 
the groom was a Newtonian, and 49 
that tho bride lived here. Twenty- 
three of tho marriages were of out- 
of-town parties. A surprisingly largo 
proportion of those married were of 
foreign birth: 70 men and 79 women 
were horn in foreign countries. The 
proportion of foreign to native horn 
is about the same in the deaths in 
Newton in 1883. as in the marriages 
Of the deaths 137 were Americans. 
73 of persons of Irish birth or par- 
entage. 10 English. 4 each Scotch. 
German and Canadian, and 1 Welsh.

was in past years. And if Mr. Walsh 
is the Democratic nominee, the Re- 
publicans would have a tremendous 
task to defeat him. But, should Cur- 
ley defeat Walsh for the nomina- 
tion, it is a safe bet that Massachu- 
setts would have two Republican Sen- 
ators in Washington. 

Incidentally, it is amusing to read 
that Mr. Curley is to defend Mr 
Hurley’s record at a big political 
meeting, when one recalls the criti- 
cisms made by Curley of the same 
Hurley not so many months ago. 


We can’t understand why those 
in the U. S. A. who are friendly 
to the “Loyalist” Spanish Government 
are still importuning that the embargo 
on war supplies to Spain be lifted 
when Franco’s troops captured Bar- 
celona with unexpected ease, when 
the Catalonian government has fled 
toward France, and its army is ap- 
parently routed. The “Loyalist” cause 
in Spain is obviously lost. How could 
arms and other supplies be now 
shipped from this country to the 
forces in Spain combatting Franco? 
England and France would not sup- 
port tho Spanish “Loyalists.” Those 
who have the embargo lifted, appar- 
ently don’t realize that it is now too 
late to do any lifting. 


The U. S. A. Is to spend billions 
to protect itself against fea’red Jap- 
anese aggression. England is rightly 
apprehensive because of the threat 
to its Oriental possessions from 
Japan, allied as the Nipponese are 
with Germany and Italy, who also 
are threatening the continuance of 
the British Empire. The IT. S. A. and 
England have provided Japan with 
most of its supplies for the conquest 
of China. Had they not done so, 
and had American women boycotted 
Japanese produced silk, the Japanese 
conquest of China would not have 
been as successful ns it has been. 
Because of cupidity, England and the 
U. S. A. will have to spend billions 
to offset the millions in profits made 
in selling Japan war supplies These 
two countries have not only evidenced 
cupidity, hut also stupidity.

Citv Takes Title 
To Much Real Estate 


Tho City of Newton will take title 
to 440 parcels of real estate In the 
Newtons because of 1937 taxes not 
having been paid on them. On De- 
cember 30 In conformity with the law, 
the city advertised about 700 parcels 
of real estate on which 1937 taxes 
had not been paid, and January 16 
was specified as the last day on which 
the delinquent taxes could bo paid.

RECENT DEATHS

Mrs. Florence Dennis Tripp, wife of 
Col. Louis H. Tripp, Director of Con- 
struction of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, died at her home, 3721 Fulton 
st., N. W., on Friday.

A most Interesting Twelfth District 
Conference of Art and Preservation 
of Antiques was held January 17th at 
the Congregational Church in Newton 
Highlands. Mrs. Malcolm Green, 
president of the Hostess Club, intro- 
duced Mrs. William F. Leach, Twelfth 
District director: Mrs. Olaf TIoff, Jr., 
third vice-president and adviser of 
the State Federation division of Art: 
Mrs. John F. Capron, adviser, state di- 
vision of Preservation of Antiques; 
and Mrs. Brenton A. Hyndman, who 
j spoke for Miss Eleanor Hudson, State 
| chairman, Preservation of Antiques, 
who was unable to he present. Mrs. 
V. A. Hovey and Mrs. Clifford L. Hub- 
hard, vice-chairmen, division of Art, 
also were Introduced. 

Mr. Reginald Chandler described 
the creation of turquoise blue tile, 
and the manner of displaying beau- 
tiful pottery with an appropriate 
background. He urged people to do 
craftHwork at home, stressing that 
the craftsmen today In economic life 
are on a higher plane than formerly. 
In addition he showed metal reliefs 
and told of the different processes by 
which these are completed. Mr. 
Chandler then sketched designs and 
explained thoir application in craft- 
work. 

Mrs. Murgaret Cummings Mason 
discussed types of antique furniture 
dating buck to curliest times, und 
the Influence of religion on patterns. 
Mrs. Mason pointed out that tho word 


"Chairman" dates from the time 
when the one who had a chair was 
the most important person in the 
room. Also it was explained how 
Dutch and French influence had come 
to England through Mary Stuart, the 
William and Mary panels for dis- 
playing fine china being among the 
most widely used. 

Following luncheon the Club Cho- 
rus gave several pleasing selections. 

The Hopkinton Club won the Roll 
Call prize for attendance, with nine- 
teen members present. 

Mr. Joseph J. Reynolds, Jr., in an 
instructive talk on the subject of 
stained glass, showed motion pic- 
tures which traced the steps from 
the beginning of a stained glass win- 
dow up through its completion He 
took for his example the Chivalry 
Window,” in Saint George’s School 
Chapel at Newport. Rhode Island He 
then showed slides of the oldest 
stained glass window in Saint Judith s 
Church in France, made In 1037; fam- 
ous windows at Chatres. San Cha- 
pelle. and a famous cathedral In 
Northwestern Spain which has not 
been damaged during the present civil 
war in that country. 

Some famous windows are now n 
the American Memorial Cathedral in 
Relleau Woods, France. The Wash- 
ington Cathedral and St. John the Di- 
vine Cathedral In New York have 
notable staiijed glass windows, he 
stated. _ „ „ 

The Reverend Laurence L. Har- 
ber’s subject was "Time Marches 
On.” His sun-dlals were particularly 
interesting as all know this Is the 
oldest form of time-keeping. In the 
northern countries where the sun dul 
not shine enoueh a waterclock was 
next invented. Then came pendulums 
and lanterns clocks which were clock- 
works In eases made by local cab- 
inet makers. Some of the earliest 
, dials were mate of wood, pewter, and 
enamel. While Massachusetts clock- 
makers searched for fine clocks for 
1 city trade, Connecticut makers sought 
1 for quantity rather than quality. Con- 
sequently as far hack as a century ago 
Connecticut captured the clock mar- 
ket. He showed some early and rare 
specimens of clocks, among them an 
earlv Ell Terry design; also one made 
bv Seth Thomas.

Newtonville Woman’s Club 

At an Open Meeting, Wednesday, 
January 18. at 2:30 p. m.. in the Club 
House, sponsored by the American 
Homo committee of the Newtonville 
Woman’s Club, the far-east situation 
was convincingly explained by two 
distinguished speakers, Miss Matsui, 
a Japanese loyal to the old cultural 
Japan, hut not to tho militaristic 
group: and Mr. Chili Meng. director 
of the China Institute of America. 
The speakers were introduced by the 
chairman, Mrs. Harold L. Stillman, 
who, with her committee, were dressed 
in Chinese costume appropriate to the 
occasion. In a graceful introduction. 
Mrs. Stillman spoke of how China 
had always been In her thoughts from 
childhood days when at tho seashore 
digging in the sand to find China, 
while in mature years the beauty of 
tho almond blossoms suggested that 
country. But In this present day, 
she said, tho world must face realism 
und see a very different China, perse- 
cuted by a wurring nation, Jupan. 

Miss Matsui. in speuking for the 
women of her country, told how west- 
ern ideals had permeated Japan, bring- 
ing education and freedom, lmt that 
with the recent war, civilization had 
taken a backward step, and women 
were now sent hack to their kitchens, 
and allowed no privilege to voice any 
opinions. She stated that tho Jap* 
aneso militarists, who with the tak- 
ing of Shanghai, expected to conquer 
China in a few months, were now 
predicting a ten or twenty yeurs’ 
duration of the war. With 75 per 
cent of Japan’s budget allocated for 
wur, tho economic havoc suffered by
